"The gopher never leaves Its bur- 


row except to forage. 
If it can't get 


into a sweet potato patch it will graze 
on the wild grasses that abound 
in 


the localities where it lives. 


"The burrow of this gopher is in- 


variably shared by its occupant "with 
a family of .rattlesnakes 
or lizards. 


The gopher plainly delights in this 
deadly association, although it is it- 
self as mild and harmless os a dove. 


-"No dweller in the 
same 
region 


with the Florida gopher ever goes a- 
broad without a bag slung over his 
shoulder. 
This is to carry gophers 


tioine in, for he is pre.ttj- 
sure to 


come across them out foraging. 
The 


moment tie gopher detects the ap-1 
prbach of danger it shuts itself 
se- 


curely in its shell and the Cracker 
tumbles it into his bag. 


"The .gophers are' likewise trapped 


by digging holes in the ground close 
to the entrance of the burrows and 
sinking a 
box or "barrel 
into 
it. 


When the -gopher comes out it tum- 
bles into the trap and can't get out.

Washington, Jan. 20.—The quesr 


tlon of whether or not 
the

government or individuals, or both, 
instituted the proceedings for libel in 
connection with the Panama canal 
purchase, still remains a mystery in 
so far as the general public is con- 
cerned.

prosecuting officers of 
the 
govern- 


ment entertain no fear of their abil- 
ity to bring here those who may be 
made the defendants. 


For many years the decisions in 


the libel suits against Charles A. 
Dana, publisher of the New York Sun, 
which relieved the defendant from 
the necessity of appearing in Wash- 
ington to stand trial, stood in the 
way of actions such as has now been 
Drought'. 


But, it is contended, a change in 


the courts and a change in the law 
have negatived those decisions. 
The 


government has fortified itself with 
the decision of District Judge Adams 
of the United States court for the 
southern district of New York in the 
case of United States against Wuim- 
satt. 


This 'case was for conspiracy to 


defraud a street railway company of 
the District of Columbia out of car 
tickets, and the court held that "the 
removal of the accused from a. fed- 
eral district to the District of Colum- 
bia cannot be accomplished because 
the acts charged 
iri the indictment 


are common law offenses, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia being a part of the 
United States and the commission of 
a- crime therein being an Indictable 
offense against the United States." 


The district code expressely pro- 


vides for puishment for libel, but the 
government's legal officers maintain 
that the definition of a libel must be 
obtained by resorting to the common 
law. 
It therefore leaves no room for 


doubt that the present Inquiry Is not- 
based upon any statute, but upon 
the common law "in the Interest of 
the public welfare."

One hundred of these operatives,

were nearly hemmed in on the sec-

BrooksUle mill, and by the coolness 
of Overseer Ogley they were directed 
safely down a rear exit when the Tire, 
which had blocked up 
one 
of the 


stairways, rushed down the long room 
with such speed that the operatives 
had barely time to leap from their 
places and plunge for the rear stair- 
way without their street clothes. 


Foreman 
Oglsy 
discovered 
the 


flames in a picker located in the east 
department. 
The flames spread al- 


most simultaneously through the two 
story structure and went through the 
shaft holes of the brick fire wall that 
separated the department 
from the 


four story south department. 


Help had been called from Lowell, 


but despite this fact the No. 2 mill 
was levelled to the ground and L the 
flames leaped the 
seventy-five-fooi 


space to the scouring 'mill and In a 
brief time had left but a portion of 
the outer 
walls 
standing. 
Several 


firemen had narrow escapes, but no 
one was seriously hurt. 


The plant was owned by George C. 


Moore and constituted about half of 
the industry of the town. The losses, 
however, are well covered with in- 
surance, and it is believed that Moore 
will rebuild. 


The escape of the hundred operat- 


ives in the east department without 
serious injury or loss of life is con- 
sidered remarkable. 
Ogley saw a puff 


of flame shoot out from a picker 
shortly after 5 o'clock.

Even In this short space of time the 


fire had started with a rush down 
the long room, with nothing to ston 
it.

the 


operatives fled for the stairway and 
with the flames pressing them hotly 
ran down stairs quickly, but without 
panic, no signs of hysteria appearing 
among the eighty-five women at work- 
in the department- 


A brick fire wall between a two- 


story wing and the four-story portion 
of the mill held back the fire and gave 
the' operatives there 
time to 
make 


their way-out in safety. 
In less than 


twenty minutes the east end of the 
building was a roaring furnace. 


A crew of Lowell firemen who had 


taken their stand on the roof of the 
two-story power house, fifteen feet 
away, were nearly caught when the 
walls nearest them bulged outward. 
Dropping their hose they turned find 
fled., leaping into a deep snowbank be- 
neath just as the wall above them 
collapsed, burying the roof of the 
power house deep with bricks. None 
of the men was hurt.

COLD STORAGE OF FRUITS. 


Requires Long Experience to Attain 


Best ResijJts. 


Every year we are learning some- 


thing about cold storage "as applied 
to tie preservation 
of 
perlsuuble 


Irults. 
As we have 
said 
before 


peach are about as perishable an any 
fruit unless it is raspberries aud 
strawberries and yet they can be 
held in cold storage 
lor 
several 


weeks so that they will come out in 
prime condition and will sell lor 
fancy prices but as with other eoft 
fruits they fall down quickly when 
once- taken out. 
Bartlett and other 


similar pears have been successfully 
kept iu. cold storage until the sea- 
son had long passed for those vari- 
eties, when they were sold at good 
profit. 
The managers of cold stor- 


agehouses have beco;ne BO far ei- 
perienced in handling various kinds 
of fruit that they have learned what 
varieties carry over beut, what con- 
dition they must be In when placed 
in cold storage, how long to keep 
them there, tae degree of tempera- 
ture and many other particulars, lu 
experienced men have difficulty in 
handling these fruits under almilar 
circumstances, even in model cold 
storage houses. 
Fruit growers who 


tava smaller cold storage with in- 
ferior facilities can not hope to meet 
with anything like the success se- 
cured by the larger establishments 
of the big cities with their better 
facilities and experience . 
It re- 


quires brains after all to do anything 
right these days.—Field and Farm. 


Flan For Building Cistern. 


I have a plan for building-a cistern 


which keeps the water pure says a 
writer in "Prairie Farmer. The low- 
er part is made of wood, the top is 
arched over with brick and cover- 
ed with cement after manner shown 
In the accompanying sketch. 
The 


curb has one row of brick which pro- 


ject slightly to support the interior 
cover. It is then built 6 inches high- 
er and covered with a lid. This 
makes an air space which in winter 
prevents freezing. 


I think my plan of laying the 


pipe cisterns is particularly good. 
Pipe A carried the water from the 
eves to the bottom of cistern and 
then forces the old water up so that 
when full,itreaches the overflow pipe 
pump and is placed near the vent 
shown at B. Generally speaking, the 
stale water will flow out instead of 
the fresh. 
The piece C is for the 


pump and Is paced near the veat 
of the supply pipe from the eaves 
so that there is a great likelihood 
of fresh water always being avail- 
able. 
The inlet pipe should never 


be shut oft. 


APICULTURE 
IN 
BELGIUM. 


What the Uoveriuueiit iu living foi1 


Its Cultivation. 


Prof. K. Van Hay, contributes In 


"L'Agriculture Nouvellu" an excel- 
lent account of the present condit- 
ion of bee-ketitjlng in Uelgium. lu 
connection 
with 
the 
agricultural 


school at Gembloux a complete cour- 
se of InsLructlou In the apiculture is 
furnished, divided luto five parts, re- 
quiring about I'OU lessors. 
First is 


the theory; next, practical manage- 
ment; next, utilization of the pro- 
ducts of the bee, showing how hon- 
ey is used as a food, in medicine, in 
fancy cookery, honey 
wines, and 


vinegar; also wax-reiinlng and us- 
age. 
Next comes apiculture in gen- 


eral, followed by a complete course 
in the practice of bee keeping, which 
Includes 
making 
foundation and 


hives. The students are taken to 
see apiaries iu various places. There 
are 253 bee societies, 
with 
9S90 


members, who receive subsidies to 
the amount of 21,780 francs from 
the state. 
Many of -these societies 


are federated into 
nine 
sections. 


There is a central syndicate with 
headquarters 
at 
Brussels. 
They 


have a selection of twenty-nine bee- 
books for study, twenty-four in the 
French language and five in Flem- 
ish. 
They have five bee Journals 


all in French. 
The hives in use are 


Dadant-Blatt, Layens', and Volrn- 
ot's. 
How is chis for "little Belg- 


ium? 


The Bees of White Africa. 


"L' Agricplture Nouvelle" has a 


very Interesting article relative to 
bee-keeping among the Kabyles, n 
race of white Africans conquered by 
the French in the course of their 
acquisition of the greater part of 
Northern Africa. 
These primitive 


people have two distinct species of 
bees which they cultivate in a do- 
mestic state—the common bee with 
which we are all familiar, and an- 
other species much 
smaller, 
and 


which they term the 
"wasp bee," 


fom its color and possibly, also, from 
its ivasclble temper, which causes all 
who have to do with it to be care- 
ful how they approach their hives.

and the combs are cut out from time 
to time. 
There Is a marked .differ-

Transplanted Alfalfa. 


Growing alfalfa from cuttings is 


something 
which 
alfalfa 
growers 


have probably never thought of, as 
it is of course a laborious process, 
and there is no great difficulty iu 
getting a stand from ^e'id. The De- 
partment of Agriculture, however, 
had quite a patch of cuttings grow- 
ing, with the idea of fixing a. par- 
ticular variety from a single plant, 
which 
showed 
some 
remarkably 


prolific 
tendencies. 
This 
"sport" 


plant was therefore cut up into a 
large number of cuttings, and each 
one planted 
separately. 
The plot 


showed that alfalfa will grow readily 
from the cuttings.

portance. 


Shrinking of Corn. 


The shrinkage of corn varies ac- 


cording to the condition of the grain 
when put Into the crib. -Cases have 
been known in -which corn lost 20 
per cent, from shrinkage, the corn 
being damp. 
From 8 to 12 per 


cent. Is the average, the shrinkage 
depending upon so many circum- 
stances as to make an exact estimate 
very difficult, but the rule is to al- 
low 10 per cent. 


Australia's Honey Market. - 


The Australian 
bee-keepers 
are 


up against a hard problem to solve 
—a better market for honey. 
They 


have 
tried 
the English, market, 


which will not purchase their hon- 
ey at any price, as they dislike the 
peculiar flavor. Probably their home 
market can be developed. The bak- 
ing trade (large factories) takes up 
a good deal of the ordinary grades 
of honey in this country.

the Australians buy 
their 
fancy 


cakes in England, 
where the bis- 


cuit trade uses sugar almost exclu- 
sively; if so, there Is aa excellent 
opportunity for an Australian bak- 
ing factory to step in and capture 
the trade, for honey is undoubtedly 
superior to sugar for this purpose. 
If our friends of the antipodies havo 
never tried honey bread they ought 
to at once, for they will probably 
admit very quickly it is somewhat 
superior to any bread they ever tas- 
ted. For the children it has a won- 
derfully 
attractive 
power, 
quite 


equal to the best confections. Ex- 
tracted honey of a good grade sells 
in Melbourne and Sydney for 6 to 
GVz cents per pound.

culty in providing i:ows with an ab- 
undance of fresh air, and ihoy arc- 
more vigorous and healthy and have 
better upputltcs ihau whf:i kept in 
tha stable. 
Slnct- they can move 


about and get exercise they will not 
suffer In cold weather if the temper- 
ature is soniewhut lower than in tho 
ordinary labor. Labor is. saved, as 
tho shed can be bedded much more 
easily aud quickly than cun stalls 
there is little stable eleai:lug to be 
done, and the manure Is hauled di- 
rectly from the shed to tho field at 
any lime most convenient and when 
least damage Is done the land by 
tramping. Another advantage is the 
saving of fertility much more com- 
pletely. 


Some Facts About the Dairy. 
In an address by Prof. Hilly of 


the Vermont Station he a mil that wo 
should be open-miuded about a good 
many dairy topics u.nd accept what 
proves to be wise. 
Later develop- 


ments he says show that the German 
standard. 
which 
requires 
ap- 


proximately two and out-half pounds 
of.protein per cow, per day, Is sub- 
ject to considerable 
modification. 


He had seen good results from cows 
capable ot producing 250 pounds ot 
butter or more a year, on a ration 
containing one aud one-half pounds 
ot digestible protein. Protein oc- 
cupies too prominent a place iu tiio 
German standard. 


He has found that very 
heavy 


feeding does not give good financial 
returns. 
A cow with all the clover 


hay she will eat, a good ration ot 
silage and six pounds of grain cjlves 
better returns than one with eight 
to twelve pounds of grain. 
The 


grain fed in eicess of eight pounds 
does not returu proportionate re- 
sults. 
- 


Beets Tops in Dairy Uu'tiou. 


Beet tops are no doubt a valuable 


addition to a dairy . ration. 
The 


freshness and juicy nature keeps tbe 
appetite keen. 
They act as a regu- 


lator, 
preventing the constipating 


effect ot" dry foods. 
They thereof 


seem to aid digestion and assimi- 
lation and they certainly stimulate 
the milk flow, it Is their succu- 
lent nature rather than the nutri- 
ents they contain that gives value 
to beet tops. 
Sugar beets have been 


found to possess a feeding value 
equal to corn silage for dairy cows 
and since the leaves appear to be 
more than half as nutritious as th*j 
part of beet adhering to them thy 
value of this by-product is certainly 
not to be Ignored iu beet growing 
communities. 
An acre of good beeia 


will yield from fifteen to twenty 
tons to the acre.—Field and Farm. 


.Detecting Renovated Butter. 


Analytical chemists find It difficult 


to detect renovated butter by the 
tests which are entirely satisfactory 
In testing oleo, but photography sur- 
mounts this difficulty. Pure freshly- 
rnada butter contains only shapeless 
or uncrystallized fat, but any heat- 
ing process such us is followed in 
renovation aud running In of milk, 
immediately generates fat crystals. 
In oleo the crystals of meat fat arc 
added to tho cottonseed oil. Light

pure unrenovated 


butler appears dull aud translucent, 
but when there are crystals iu it 
bright tiad diirk spota appear mak- 
ing u peculiarly shaded picture. 13y 
this process deviled butter can be 
detected roadily enough to convince

sunlight can be reflected Into the 
building. The structure itself should 
be so designed to eliminate as much 
exposure to cold winds as possible 
so that the temperature can be main- 
tained as even as practicable. 


The plans herewith show one of 


the poultry houses 1 IIIITO had in UBO 
for a number of years, says a poultry 
raiser. In Prairie Farmer. 
It waa 


one of the first buildings I construe- 


Coufortable Hen Housi'. 


ed and I have been so well pleased 
with this design that I have con- 
structed others on the same prin- 
ciple. 
One of the great features In 


favor of this plan of a poultry house 
1s that It affords a large amount of 
floor space at reasonable cost, and 
at the same time supplies all the r*>- 
quireuientu necesaury for the com- 
fort of the fowla. 


The building herewith shown la 


18x30, with 7-fobt posts In front, 
and 3-foot posts la the rear. Before 
the construction of the building waa 
bagun, a foundation as laid by ex- 
cavating a small t.-euch '18 inches 
wide and 20 Inches deep. This trench 
wus filled with small cobble stone for 
the foundation for the building. Up- 
on this foundation a concrete wall 
was constructed 10 inches high and 
8 Inches wide.

Thig 
building Is so well constructed that 
the weather must get pretty low.

ger. 
In some states, such as Cali- 


fornia, spraying the trees and vines 
Is enforced by law. 
If the grower 


neglects his duty he is considered 
as one maintaining a public nuisance;, 
and some official is ordered to spray 
the orchard, and add the cost to the 
tax bill of the negligent owner.
